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lo "A machine and armament factory (Strojirna a Zbrojovka) ic located at Pavazska 
Bystrica on the Vah River in western Slovakia* About 6,500 to 7*000 workers 
are en^loyed* 

2. "A large part of the output is sent to the USSR and to the other Cominform 
countries as well as to the West via Italy. 

3. "The factory is now mainly engaged In producing two -barrel anti-aircraft guns 
of 37 -mm calibre. These anti-aircraft guns are similar to those used by the 
Germans at the end of World War II. In January 1952 one department started mass 
production of a new type of Bazooka (Panzerfaust ) . This type is similar to 

the war-time Panzerfaust^, but the barrel Is constructed in such a way as to 
enable the loading of a new rocket-propelling cartridge and a new missile of 
considerable steel -piercing strength. The sight of the weapon is similar to 
that of the old German Panzerfausl^ This new weapon represents a permanent 
firing weapon whereas the previous types were made to be used once only. 

4. "The steel for this factory, which vas previously imported mostly from Belgium 

and Sweden, is now being supplied by the Vi tkovice Steel Works. Electricity 
is supplied by the Hava plant. ? 

5. "The manager of the factory is Ing Jaroslav Kubik, a Czech engineer. The 
head of the social -political department is Bohuslav Holly. He used to work 

as an accordian player at the Bratislava Radio Station and has no qualifications 
ror his present job. The chairman of the factory Trade Union Council is (fnu) 
S t efanec , who worked at a turning lathe before his appointment to this post. 

The head of the factory Militia is (fnu) Briestensky, who is a staunch Communist.

Wire-shed (dratovna) - Production of copper, zinc and lead wire from 2 mm to

No 7 - Production of so-called preparatory instruments (pripravky, known as 

forrichtung in the factory slang). These include stencils, measuring 
instruments and parts for turning lathes. The department is headed 
by Xng Dusek . All the foremen are expert technicians . 

No 2k - Production of cartridge-cases for artillery and anti-aircraft guns 
of all calibres . 

No 25 - Production of spare parts for motorcycles . Also production of special 
milk containers, A shed with 14 hydraulic presses is attached to this 
workshop , 

Gun -shed (delovna) - An engineering construction department where new parts for 
artillery purposes, especially cartridge cases and ammunition, are de- 
signed and produced. 

Hardening shed (kalirna) - One of the best -equipped departments. Has 10 new 

Siemens -Martin furnaces. The working processes here are well organized 
and mechanized. 

Welding shed (svarovna) - Welding work for the entire plant. Apparatus includes 
20 electrical welding machines. 

Mechanical workshop (rezijni dilna) - Production of spare parts for the factory 
cars, repair work on boilers, etc. Fills occasional orders from 
other factories. 


Tinsmith’s shop ( dlempirna ) - During the summer and fall of 1951 this shop 
filled a large order for gasoline tanks for military purposes. 

Joiner’s workshop - Production of various articles for the factory, such as furniture. 

Testing Chamber - Tests of alL materials used in production.
